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Cool: sunny and very dry in west and north. 


After the first two days, an anticyclone 

from the south-west moved across all areas 
and pressure remained high over the British 
Isles until the 7th. A series of fronts and 
depressions from France and the Atlantic then 
affected most districts until the 15th, when 

a ridge of high pressure extended across 
northern areas. Southern England continued 
to be influenced by low-pressure systems to 
the south and west until the 17th. High 
pressure then intensified from the south- 
west, to be replaced on the 20th by a ridge 
from an anticyclone to the north-west: this 
persisted for the rest of the month, although 
there was some frontal activity. The pressure 
distribution maintained a north-easterly air- 
flow throughout most of the month. 


Weather 


A marked feature of the weather in May was 
the persistence of north-easterly winds, 
which brought cool conditions to all areas. 
Western and northern districts were very 
dry and sunny, but eastern England was 
rather wet. The weather was unsettled for 
the first two days and in the second week 
most districts had some rain: southern and 
eastern England remained wet until the 1 7th. 
The rest of the month was generally dry, 
except for scattered showers. Hail showers 
and thunderstorms occurred at times; a 

little snow fell in northern districts and 

on Dartmoor; and coastal fog was reported 
during the first two weeks. 


Wind 


Except for the first two days, when winds 
were mainly south-westerly, directions were 
predominantly between north and east for the 
rest of the month. Winds were fresh or strong 
in eastern and southern districts of England 
during the first and second weeks and in 
northern coastal areas at times throughout 
the month. Gales occasionally occurred on 
exposed coasts and also affected southern 
and eastern England and the Midlands in the 
first week. Many places in these areas re- 
ported gusts exceeding 40 kt on the 7th, 
when a tree was blown on to a double-decker 
bus near Corsham (Wiltshire), killing the 
driver. 


Temperature 


Monthly mean temperatures were below average 
almost everywhere and ranged from 2 to 3 degC 
below normal in parts of northern England 

to near average in south-west England and 
South Wales. There were some cold nights 
during the month and air frosts were reported 
from time to time, particularly in southern 
Scotland. Ground frosts occurred with above- 
average frequency in Northern Ireland and 

were also widespread in Scotland, northern 
England and North Wales. Most of the lowest 
temperatures occurred in the latter part of 

the month, especially on the 15th and the 

31st. At Leadhills (388m) and Carnwath, both 

in the Strathclyde Region, the temperature 

fell to -5.1°C on the 15th and the 31st 
respectively, and several places in England 

and Wales reported temperatures below -3°C on 
the 31st. Although the month was cool, there 
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were a few warm days, particularly towards 
the end of the third week, when most places 
recorded their highest temperatures. On the 
20th the temperature reached 23.2°C at 
Gloucester and also at East Dereham (Norfolk): 
in Scotland, Corpach (Highland Region) re- 
corded a maximum of 23.0°C on the 28th. 


Rainfall 


Although western areas were very dry, 
eastern districts were generally wetter. 
This contrast was particularly marked in 
England, where monthly totals in the east 
of the country were generally between 100 
and 150 per cent of average. Central areas 
were much drier and in western districts, 
including Wales and the Isle of Man, rain- 
fall totals were mostly below 50 per cent 

of average. A few places in Cumbria were 
very dry, with less than 20 per cent of 

their normal amount of rain. In Northern 
Ireland, where it was the driest May this 
century, many places had less then 30 per 
cent of their usual rainfall. Monthly totals 
were also well below average in Scotland, 
except in the south-east and parts of the 
north-east, and some places had their driest 
May for over 50 years. Showers or periods 
of rain occurred in many districts on the 
1st and 2nd and in most districts from 

the 7th to the 74th. In the early hours of 
the 14th, 55.7 mm of rain fell at Sheffield 
(Crookes Reservoir) in 4 hours 18 minutes: 
this is classified as a ‘noteworthy fall’. 

It was wet in southern England, East 
Anglia and the Midlands until the 17th, 
when there were Press reports of floods 
affecting roads and railways in East 

Anglia and southern England. The rest of 
the month was fairly dry, although scattered 
showers were reported from time to time and 
heavy rain fell in south-west England at 
the end of the month. Some of the showers 
were of hail and thunderstorms occurred, 
mainly in England and Wales during the 
second week, although there were isolated 
thundery outbreaks at other times.Accum- 
ulations of hail to level depths of about 

10 cm were observed in the Devon villages 
of Chulmleigh and Chawleigh during severe

thunderstorms on the 23rd: a few hailstones 
as large as marbles were reported. 


Snow 


Isolated falls of snow or sleet (snow mixed 

with rain or drizzle) occurred in Shetland, 
Scotland, northern England and also on 
Dartmoor. Snow lay throughout the month on 
the higher slopes of some of the Scottish : 
mountains and patches of snow were observed 
in north-facing corries in Scotland and 
Cumbria. 


Sunshine 


Northern and western areas of Great Britain 
were the sunniest. In Scotland (except in 

parts of the north-east), Northern Ireland, 
Wales and much of northern England, sunshine 
totals were between 120 and 150 per cent of 
average. Several places in Scotland had 

their sunniest May for about 50 years and 

in Northern Ireland generally this was the 
sunniest May since 1946. South-western 
England had 100 to 120 per cent of average, 
but sunshine was below normal in East Anglia, 
the east and south Midlands and centra! 
southern England. South-east England was 
the dullest area, with about 80 per cent 

of average. 


Fog 


Coastal fog, which often occurred in pre- 
cipitation, was reported intermittently 
during the first two weeks on English and 
Scottish coasts. The west coast of Wales, 
the Isle of Man and the Channel Islands 
were also occasionally affected. Patches of 
fog sometimes formed on hills and developed 
infrequently overnight in a few places in 
the Midlands, East Anglia and southern 
England. The latter half of the month was 
generally free from fog. 


Miscellaneous Phenomena 


A funnel cloud was observed over the sea 
due north of Alderney (Channel Islands) at 
1355 GMT on the 30th. It moved in a west- 
south-westerly direction and dispersed 
about five minutes later. The aurora was 
observed in Scotland on 2 nights.
